The following Account of POLAND has been 
At Faris, Oy Authority. 

HB Kingdam. of Poland, which comprehends 

Great and Little Poland, and the Great Dutchy. 
of Lithuania united to them, is of very large Bx. 
tent. 
land, is the Capital of the Kingdom ; but generally 
the Kings refide at Warfaw, a City of the Province 
of Mazovia in Great Poland. 

The whole Kingdom is divided into Thirty-two 
Palatinates, or great Governments, befide the Sta- 
roft, or Captain-General of Samogitia. In thefe 
Palatinates are cighty five Caftellans, that is to fay, 
Captains or Governors of Towns; whereof Three 
are Senators born, Thirty-three are called Great 
CafteHlans, and the other Forty-nine are called 
Little Caftellans, The Roman-Catholick is the e- 
ftablifhed Religion of the Land. There are two 
Archbifhoprics, Gnefna in Great Poland, and Lem- 
berg in Little Roffia. The Abp. of Gnefoa, who 
is Primate of the Kingdom, and born Legate of the 
Holy See, had formerly feventeen Suffragans, who 
are now reduc’d to ten ; among whom the Bifhop of 
Warmia, Temporal Lord of his Diocefs, and Pre- 
fident of the Senate of Roffia, is exempt from his 
Metropolitan’s Jurifdiftion. The Bp. of Cracow, 
firft Suffragan of Guefna, has the Right of confe- 
crating his Abp. and claims the Dignity of the firft 
Throne, that is, of governing the Republick- during: 
the Interregnum, in cafe the Se¢ of Gnefna be vacant. 
The Abp. of Lemberg had formerly five Suffragans, 
who ate now redue’d to four: So that there are 
but fourteen Bifhops in Poland ; and three of thefe 
are only Titular, enjoying however the Rights and 
Privileges annexed to the Prelacies of the Kingdom.

_ The King cannot difpofe of any Office or Bene- 
fice, nor make ufe of the Great Seal of the Chan- 
céfy, until he is crowned. This Ceremony ought 
tobe performed in the Cathedral Church of Cra- 
cow, which ‘is in the Caftle there, by the Hands of 
the Abp. of Gnefna. if the King is married, his 
Confort is crowned along with him: If he marriés 
after his Coronation, his Wife cannot be crowned 
without Confent of the Republic. 

The Government of Poland is partly Monarchi- 
cal, and partly Ariftocratical: Monarchical, be- 
caufe the State acknowledges a King, who difpofes 
of all the Ecclefiaftical Benefices, and of all Offices 
Civil or Military : Ariftocratical, becavfe the King, 
whofe Revenue is fixed, cannot of his own particu- 
lar Authority levy any Tax upon his Subjeéts, nor 
alter any Law. Hehas a Senate, whofe Byes are 


continually upon what he is about, to prevent -his™ 


making any Inroad upon the Liberties of their Coun- 
try, and to fettle with him the ordinary Affaits of 
State. 

When any Thing extraordinary and of Import- 
ance happens, whether it be War or Peace, Truce 
or Alliance, or even the raifing of Money, the King 
and Senatecan do nothing: They muft then con- 
yene a General Diet, or Affembly of the States, 
confifting of the King, the Senate, and the Nun- 
cio’s, or Reprefentatives of the Nobility of each Pa- 
latinate. As for the Third Eftate, as it is called 
in fome Countries, the fame has no Part in the Go- 
yernmentof Poland. The Barghers of the Towns 
there enjoy a moderate Share of Liberty, and are 
allowed to poflefs Houfes and Lands to a certain 
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Country Peafants are fuch Slaves, that their All de® 
pends, ina Manner, on the Will of their Lords.

Hague, Feb. 8. At taft, after all the Efforts of 
Count Convingfeck, the Emperor’s Miaifter, on the 
one Hand, and Signior Olivieri, the Spanith Secre- 
tary, onthe other; nay, after the ftrenuous Oppo- 
fition of the Town of Dordrecht, fupported by the 
Towns of Leyden, Briel and Schiedam, the States 
of Holland are this very Day come to a final and 
formal Refolution to accede to the Treaty of Ha- 
tiover, and have ordered fuch their Refolution to 
be communicated to the other Provinces for their 
Concurrence. There is one we can name, which 
is very. ready, aid that is Zealand, whofe Inhabi- 
tants got too much Wealth by their Privateers du- 
ring the two Jaft Wars, for them to ceafe wihing 
for more fuch Oportunities. 

The Directors of the Oftend Company have ac 
quainted the Government at Braffels with the Sei-
